the bloc national, and, therefore, his con- 
tinuance in office would constitute a 
constant source of friction between the 
Government and the Chief of State. Some 
of the smaller parties wanted to extort 
a promise from all the members of the 
Left bloc that none of them would accept 
the Premiership at M. Millerand’s hands ; 
but M. iferriot intervened and claimed 
freedom of action for himself. In the 
end the meeting expressed its confidence 
in his judgment and the matter was 
allowed to drop. 

M. Millerand was M. Poincaré's 
staunchest ally, and his retirement 
became. almost inevitable when the 
bloc national was defeated last month 
at the polls When M. Deschanel 
resigned from the Presidency as a 
result of his unfortunate illness M. 
Millerand accepted the post only under 
very explicit conditions. His predecessor, 
like most French Presidents, with the 
exception of M. Poincaré, had been little 
more than a figure-head M, Millerand 
refused to accept office unless he should 
be allowed to. take a more active share 
in the country’s government, and through- 
out M. Poincaré’s régime the occupant 
of the Elysée has exerted an extremely 
powerful influence on the direction of 
French - policy. His presence at the 
head of affairs urder a Radical Govern- 
ment would be anomalous, but he will 
not resign at the orders of a party 
meeting. Probably M. Millerand will 
force the new powers in the land to 
press for his resignation in both Houses 
of the French Parliament, and, while 
there is; no doubt that the Chamber will 
follow the example of the Left bloc, the 
Senate is not so likely to support the 
motion, In the meanwhile the Left bloc, 
on the proposal of M. Herriot himself, 
has chosen M. Painlevé, who was one of 
the many Premiers of France during the 
Wer, as its candidate for the Presidency. 
Under Radical-Socialist rule the office will 
revert to its oli neutrality, and the Left 
bloc will take good care that the next 
President does not interfere in any way 
with political affairs, 

M. Herriot’s foreign policy will break 
away from the Poincaré tradition in 
at least two ways. It will take early 
steps to recognise the Government of 
Soviet Russia de jure, and it will do 
everything in its power to develop the 
prestige and influence of the League of 
Nations, M. Herriot already has an- 
nounced his intention of going to Geneva 
in the autumn, and has expressed the 
hope that he will meet Mr, Ramsay 
Macdonald there. In regard to Germany,

‘The Decay of Manners. 
Yesterday evening, at a suburban street~ 
corner in Dublin, a girl cyclist, in trying 
to avoid two young men who had stepped 
from the footpath, swerved sharply and 


men looked incuriously at the girl's 
prostrate figure and went their way. 
Could such an incident have happened 
in Dublin twenty, or even ten, years 
ago? The sad truth is that we are wit- 
nessing a rapid decay of the good manners 
for which the Irish people once were 
famous. In some rural districts the ancient 
courtesies may linger; but generally, in 
country as well as in town, there is a 
visible withering of the roots of human 
kindness. Strangers exchange friendly 
words less often on the roadside. The 
casual query provokes more rarely a 
bright and voluble response, Young 
people are less ready to salute their 
seniors or betters. In former days a lad 
did not sacrifice his self-respect when he 
raised his hat to some unknown elder who 
asked him a civil question. Now he has 
a larger sense of personal “dignity,” and, 
perhaps, a smaller equipment of real self- 
respect. The change is most obvious in 
the treatment of women, both young and 
old, by the generation of men who have 
left school during recent years. Nowadays 
young fellows are apt to “barge” their 
path through crowded streets with little 
regard for sex or age, and to puff their 
tobacco smoke in women’s eyes without 
thought of apology. They push their way 
into trams as though they were taking 
part in a football scrimmage. It is 
generally the grey-haired citizen who 
surrenders his seat to a woman, while 
lounging boys spread themselves over the 
maximum of cushioned space. A similar 
decay of manners exists in England, and 
the same causes, no doubt, are respon- 
sible in both countries. Women have 
entered into the arena of business and 


become athletic. Many of them profess 
that they prefer the new equality of 
manners—or lack of manners—to the old- 
fashioned deference, and some of them, 
perhaps, really do prefer it. The idealism 
which was the basis of chivalry has gone, 
and its loss probably is a part of the in- 
evitable price of progress. In Ireland, 
however, the decay of manners has been 
peculiarly swift. We may believe that, 
as the original standard was higher, the 
fall has been deeper and more noticeable 
than in England. We may suspect, too, 
that the native disorders and degradations 
of the, last two or three years have 
coarsened the whole national character. 
Certainly they have substitued in many 
places an atmosphere of furtiveness and 
sullenness for the genia] atmosphere of 
former times. Whatever the causes may 
be, the result must be deplored. A 
remedy ought to be found before the old 
Irish manners become merely a tradition. 
Is it fantastic to propose that our Free 
State Commissioners of Education shall 
make a corner for the teaching of manners 
in the curricula of the schools? After 
all, good manners are an asset for any 
career, and we fear that the lack of them 
will handicap many members of our 
rising generation.

Australia’s Navy. 


Two recent events have fixed the ques- 
tion of naval defence in the thoughts of 
the Australian people. The first was the 
decision of the British Government to 
abandon the Singapore base, and the 
other was the visit of the British Special 
Service Squadron, which received an en- 
thusiastic welcome during its stay on 
the Australian coast, There is some 
excuse for uneasiness in the distance 
that now intervenes between Australia 
and the nearest naval base. The 
Commonwealth cannot provide adequate 
protection for itself; the coast line is 
very long, and the population is too small 
to bear the enormous burden of expense 
that such protection would entail, Even 
now the Australian Navy makes a heavy 
demand on the taxpayers. Soon after the 
formation of the Commonwealth out of 
the separate States the question of naval 
defence was placed upon a national foot- 
ing, and in 1913 the first annual subsidy 
of £200,000 was paid to the British 
Admiralty. In 1909 the Australian Navy 
came into being, as a separate unit, under 
the arrangement that it should be subject 
to the orders of the Admiralty in time of 
war. The valour and efficiency with 
which its duties were discharged during 
the late war are well known. Now the 
Australia, the Commonwealth's one battle- 
ship, has become a victim to the 
Washington Agreement. There are not 
lacking signs that the passing of this 
fine ship may inaugurate the birth of a 
greater navy. Mr. Bruce, the Prime 
Minister, has given orders for the con- 
struction of two cruisers—the most. suit- 
able class of vessel on account of the 
great distances that must be covered in 
emergency. At the same time it is 
realised that there oan be no security for 
Australia without British aid; and hopes 
re entertained that the Singapore base 
will be constructed in the future, when 
the need for retrenchment js less urgent,

The neral directions in which the 
majority look for “ an assured basis for future 
expansion and prosperity ” for Irish worn 5 
are—lst, education, 2nd, organisation—mainly 
on co-operative lines—and, órd, such slight 
natural stimulation as the State can helpfully 
supply. The international aspects of the. 
problem are necessarily passed by. When 
even Danish agriculture is depressed the 
farming problem, in these aspects, s out- 
side the Commissioner's scope; but Irish- 
farmers are not left hopeless. The first 
definite recommendation points to the raising 
of roots and fodder crops, taken in conjunc- 
tion with stock-raising and dairy-farming, as 
branches of the industry which make for 
prosperity in the Irish Free State, and 
warrant an increase in our tillage area. Refe- 
rences to the raising of sugar beet and a 
claim for Sympathy on the part of the State 
for experiments in industrial alcohol justify 
the attitude to these adventures taken in the 
Agricultural Pages of the Zrish Times in 
recent articles. 


A PLEA FOR EDUCATION. 

The Majority Report is a plea for educa- 
tion. Recommendations are made for 
evening continuation schools (for no less 
&a period than four ears, for two 
or three evenings weekly) for children 
going back to a farming environment from 
the primary schools. Agricultural education, 
it is held, should be State-encouraged in 
secondary schools; ‘residential, regional, 
agricultural technical schools” should be 
set up, and, while rural schools should not 
be narrowly ‘vocational,’ they should be 
given a rural “bias.” Suitable buildings for 
the “‘ continuation’ work should be available 
and the County Councils and the State shoul 
contribute, with a “ County Director of Agri- 
cultural Services ” to supervise. The univer- 
sities, too, should be endowed to develop 
agricultural faculties, and rural economy 
should be studied in the Arts courses. It wil] 
th aim ti the — ga of school and 
university is covered, but, education is not 
limited to children. : 

That the so far imperfectly educated adult 
of the towns may no rr an be neglected, he 
should be taught the value of Irish-grown 
food, not through sentimental propaganda 
but as practical and even self-interested 
economics, and similar publicity work should 
be done later in Great Britain.

THE MINORITY REPORT. 

_ The Minority Report does not directly con- 
flict with the majority's view, though direct 
issue 18 joined occasionally—notably in: the 
recommendation of the levying of a tax on 
the exports of live cattle to create a fund 
for promoting agriculture and agricultural in- 
dustries, and the virtual limitation of the 
work of the Department of Education, where, 
as the minority believe, a more drastic policy 
is needed. Their proposals are, however, far: 
reaching, and their theory of the place of 
agriculture in the national life is a allenge 
to the accepted doctrines of to-day. They 

believe to be fallacious the theory that the 
maximum benefit to the nation will be 
achieved by encouraging every individual in 
the nation to pursue his own rsona 
advantage . . . . In the utilisation of the 
national resources . . . . individual self-interest 
must be subordinated to the national welfare.” 

This quasi-nationalisation theory is not 
pushed, indeed, to a too severely logical ex- 
treme. The substitution of the land tax for 
the proprietary system is not advocated, but 
merely “further ing.‘'+y’’ into such a change. 
Nationalisation is generally looked on amongst 
tenant-owners with aversion, but the minority 
have what may be regarded as an alternative 
in the proposal to levy “a special agricul- 
tural rate throughout the country, to be ap- 
plied to the relief of rates in_the poor and 
densely populated areas.”

The fina] reports of the Commission appointed by the Minister of Agriculture 
to inquire into and report on the causes of the present depression in agriculture 
d to recommend such remedies as will secure for agriculture and for industries 
bsidiary to it an assured basis for future expansion and prosperity” are issued 
day. 

The Commission, which examined 127 witnesses, sat fifty-six times in public 
d thirty-eight times in private session. During the past eighteen months it 
sued five interim reports. 

The Majority report gives figures from which the extent of the depression in 

culture can be gauged. To-day the farmer receives 40 per cent. more for his 
oduce, while his cost of living has risen by 80 per cent., and his trade expenses 
ve risen, in some cases, by over 100 per cent. 

The depression, which is universal, is the result of the war, and there is no 

son to believe that the Free State is suffering more severely than other 
untries which are more advanced in the science and practice of agriculture. 

i Education and organisation are the two chief remedies which the Commis- 
mers suggest. The State is urged to devote considerable sums to these pur

EDUCATION, 


Dealing with the subject of education, the 
report states :—'' The earliest stages in educa- 
tion are the most important, and it is there- 
fore to the primary schools that attenion 
should be first directed. The requirements of 
the rural scholars can be summed up in the 
expressive phrase that education should be 
given a rural bias. The prevalent idea that 
the end and aim of all education in the na- 
tional schools is to prepare pupils for a city 
office or a minor appointment in the Civil 
Service must be abandoned. 

“The Irish secondary ‘schools at present, 
it is observed. with a few honourable excep- 
tions, fail to ‘devote any attention to-agricul- 
ture. Part of the neglect arises from false 
notions of gentility and of the dignity of an 
agricultural career.” ‘The’ Commissioners 
believe that secondary. schools ¢atering for 
agricultural classes should ‘be encouraged, and 
that failure in that direction should entail 
financial disabilities : 

“The suggestion which finds most favour 
with us,” the report continues, “ is that there 
should be instituted & system of continuation 
schools for young people of between fourteen: 
and eighteen years of age in rural areas. “These 
schools should provide a four years’ course of. 
evening classes, composed partly of general 
and partly of technital ‘subjects. The general 
side should consist of classes in literature, 
music, and national culture, and the techmn- 
cal side of lectures and demonstrations on the 
conduct of small scale husbandry and_ the 
elements of agricultural book-keeping and ac- 
countancy. articular attention should be 
paid to instruction in the cultivation of crops 
for homé consumption, 

“The technical side of these courses should 
be compulsory, whereas a wide range of choice 
should be permitted to be made in the general 
side to suit the aptitudes ang taste of the in- 
dividual student. One school of this type 
could serve an area of two, three or four 
national schools, according. to the circum- 
stances of different localities. If the classes 
were held on not more thah two or three 
evenings each week, one instructor could, serve 
more than one school with the aid of a bicycle 
or motor bicycle, The existing national school 
buildings could be to a large extent utilised 
for the purposes of these continuation schools. 
A school leaving certificate should be estab- 
lished for students who have attended these 
classes. and have attained the requisite degree 
of profieciency. 

“These proposals are especially directed to 
meet the requirements of the smal] farmer 
and labourer, and to meet the needs of owners 
and sons of owners of large farms who do not 
intend going to the Universities, the estab- 
lishment of two or three residential regional 
agricultural technical schools is suggested. 
They would be more or less self-supporting in 
view of the class for whom they would pro- 
vide. These schools would not involve the 
discontinuance of existing schemes, 


VILLAGE HALLS, 


“ For suitable accommodaetion for classes 
the Commission recommend that. the county 
councils take immediate steps to provide vil- 
lage halls where they are found to be neces- 
sary. They consider that the efforts of the 
county councils, in this direction, should be 
supplemented by State grants. In order to 
stimulate local public interest and develop 
local initiative, they are of opinion that the 
financial responsibility for the upkeep of these 
halls, once they are provided, and their main- 
tenance in good condition, should devolve on 
the local ratepayers in the districts respec- 
tively served by each. 

“The control of the use of these halls would 
naturally devolve on the, county or district 
council, who might delegate the powers of 
management to a local committee; and, as a 
demand for their use for many purposes would 
immediately spring up, once they are in exist- 
ence; the cost of their upkeep would be met, 
to some extent, by payments for their hire, 
thus diminishing the burden on the rates of 
the district concerned. Such halls would ac- 
commodate not only agricultural classes, but 
libraries and reading rooms, : 

“They should prove to be _ convenient 
centres for the dissemination of information 
about prices and crops by means of wireless. 
In fact, the development of wireless broad- 
casting opens up a large vista of possibilities 
tending to brighten rural life, and to develop 
rural civilisation. 

The abolition .of Secretaryships of County 
Committees of Agriculture as they become 
vacant and the institution in their stead 
of the post of County Director of Agricultural 
Services are recommended. 

The cinematograph, it is suggested, should 
be fully utilised for illustrating farming 
methods. 

The Commission do not reject the sugges- 
tion that the Ministry of .Agriculture should 
undertake the conduct of'a demonstration 
farm to be run on agricultural lines, but feel 
that the initial experiment should be confined 
to a single farm, | 


THE UNIVERSITIES. 


“The facilities,’ the. report proceeds, “ for 
agricultural education in the Irish universities 
are stunted and meagre in the extreme, and 
require considerable extension and develop- 
ment if the universities are to be enabled to 
play the part which they should in assisting 
the country’s premier industry... 

“Each of the four colleges in An Saorstat 
should be endowed with funds sufficient to 
enable them to establish agricultural faculties, 
modelled on the faculties in this subject’ in 
the English, Scottish and American univer: 
sities. ere would, of course, have to he 
one or moré full-time professors of agricul- 
ture and allied subjects, put, in, the early 
stages at least, the creation of those new 
faculties would. not necessarily involve the 
appointment of many new members of the 
college staff, as the existing professors and 
lecturers of the applied sciences and of 
economics could be utilised. What, would be 
required would be not so much the creation 
of a new staff as the reorganisation of the 
éxisting staff. The precise details regarding 
the length of the course and the subjects in 
which lectures would have to be taken would 
be a matter for the college authorities, whose 
autonomy in these matters must be respected. 

“In order ‘that practical might be com-

The Commissioners did hot feel justified in 
recommending that any large ‘scale experi- 
ments in the growing of sugar beet should be 
attempted until the English experiment was 
more fully developed. The production of 
alcohol “from potatoes, even ‘if it could le 
successfully carried out in Ireland, would do 
very. little. ‘to provide employment in rural 
areas, because the process’ of such extraction 
was one which required very little labour m 
proportion’ to ‘the Capital required. 


CONCLUSION. 


The Commission, in conclusion, state—* The 
causes of the present agricultural depression 
in Ireland are partly world-wide and partly 
local. . [n so far as they are world-wide, no 
recommendations that we could make would 
help to remove them, but in so far as they 
are local ‘it is to be hoped that the labours 
of the Commission will not prove to have 
been altogether in vain. But even assuming 
that the State does everything that it can 
be suggested that it should do, the main 
work: of ‘agricultural recuperation must rest 
with the individual farmer, whether working 
singly-or organised, in co-operation with his 
fellaws,’’ ' .

BERESFORD PLACE INCIDENTS. 


There was a crowd of some thousands of 
men in Beresford place, Dublin, last night, 
when Mr. James Larkin delivered a speech at 
an open air meeting. Over the door of Liberty 
Hat, which is held by men loyal to the 
Executive of the Transport Union, was a 
ae with the words—‘‘ What we have we 
hold.” 

When Mr. Larkin stood up to address his 
followers somecne in the hall began to speak 
through a megaphone, and for a time it was 
difficult to hear what was said at the meeting. 
Mr. Larkin, however, continued to talk, and 
then from the hall floated the strains of “The 
Red Flag,’’ with piano accompaniment. Mr. 
Larkin’s followers boohed. ext, those in 
the hall sang “ Auld Lang Syne,” and fol- 
lowed it with “We're here because we're 
here,” winding up with the “ Soldier’s Song.”’ 

About twenty policemen stood in front of 
Liberty Hall, and near them were fifty loyal 
members of the Tfansport Union, who were 
apparently ready to resist any attempt to force 
an entrance. For a time the air was electrica), 
but when Mr. Larkin finished his speech with 
the declaration: “I'll be there at the rising 
of the moon’’—meaning Liberty Hall—the 
crowd quietly dispersed, and the vocal selec- 
tions within the hall ceased. 

On rising to speak Mr. Larkin was loudlv 
cheered. He said that his enemies had circu- 
lated a report that he had quitted the country 
for good, but those who knew him did not 
believe it, and he was there in person to prove 
that he had not run away, but would be with 
them as long as there was breath in his body. 

He expressed the belief thas before long 
they would have not only complete control of 
Liberty Hall, but of the entire union. He 
said that no threats or intimidation would pre- 
vent him from standing by his class and doing 
everything in his power to improve their con- 
dition of life. So far as Liberty Hall was 
concerned, he said in conclusion: “DI be 
there at the rising of the moon.” (Cheers.)

DUBLIN LIBRARIES.

The Dublin members of the Bibliographical 
Society of Ireland spent a few pleasant hours 
on Saturday afternoon in ~isits to the library 
of the Franciscan Order on Merchant’s quay 
and that of Steevens’s Hospital. At the 
Merchant's _ house the party, which 
included Mr. W. G. Strickland, Hiveident ; 
and Mr. Robert Phelps, Hon. Treasurer, were 
received by the librarian, the Rev. Father 
.foloney, O.F.M., who had all the treasures 
of the collection ready for their inspection. 

This small library is famous for a 
manuscript copy of part of the Annals of 
the Four Masters, in the handwriting of 
Michael O’Clery. It also possesses an in- 
valuable collection of cotrespondence and 
documents dealing with the Confederation of 
Kilkenny. In addition, there are many 
sm gga from the same period of Irish his- 

ry. Those and nearly all the racer 
treasures of the library were collected by the 
eminent Franciscan, Lue Wadding, who was 


The library has had an adventurous vareer. 
It was assembled from the old Irish 
monasteries, especially in Donegal, and alter 
some time it found a home in the Fransisran 
College of St. Anthony in Louvain. The 
onsweep of the French Revolution caused a 
hurried removal of the library from Louvain 
to the College of St. Isidore in Rome, founded 
by Wadding. There it remained until the 
threatened occupation of the city by the 
Garibaldian troops, when it was transferred 
to Merchant’s quay, on the bank of the 
Liffey. In all ‘te viscissitudes its nearest 
NA ag to destruetion happened in Dublin, 
when in July, 1922, it was in imminent danger 
during the fighting at the Four Courts, 
which stand cirectly opposite on the Northern 
bank of the river. 

The most ancient possession of the library 
is & manuscript copy of portion of the Psalms 
written in a Lou monastery in 661.

ARMS AND AMMUNITION, 
FREE STATE LICENSING 7 
REGULATIONS. : 


The Dublin Gazette of May 30 containe 
regulations made by the Minister for Home 
Affairs pursuant to Section 2 of the Firearms 
(Temporary Provisions) Act, 1924. These re- 
gulations stipulate that no person shall pur. 
chase, use, or carry any firearm or amniuni- 
tion unless he holds a licence authorising him 
to do so. The licence must be obtained from 
the Superintendent of Police of the district in 
which the applicant resides. No applicant 
under 18 years of age will be granted a 
licence. 

The regulations provide that a person who 
has been caniasionlk to penal servitude or to 
imprisonment for three months or upwards for 
any crime shall not, for five years from the 
date of his release, carry a firearm. 

A person who is the holder of a licence 
under the Penal Servitude Acts, 1855 to 1891, 
or the Prevention of Crime Act, 1908, or who 
is subject to the supervision of the police, or 
is subject to recognisance to keep the peace, 
shal]. not at anv time during which he holds 
the licence, or is ao subject, have in his pos- 
session, use, or carry a firearm or ammuni- 
tion. 

The firearm licence, unless revoked or can- 
celled, remains in force until 3lst December, 
1924. The fee is 5s.

CARPENTIER BEATEN IN TEN

At Michigan City, America, Tom Gibbons

The applicant, in the course of his evidence, 
said that the men who burned down his house 
told him that such burnings were intended 
as reprisals for executions at Kilkenny and 
Waterford.

and its contents by fire on Januaryv 8, 1925;

THE CHURCH LITURGY AND 
HAPPY COINCIDENCES. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr.—The Times, in a leading article 
entitled ‘‘ An Imperial Dedication,”’ in refer- 
ence to the religious Servire on Sunday last 

the Wembley Exhibition, terms that 
‘‘a sacred function celebrated before 
he largest congregation ever gathered in 
‘reat Britain for common worship.” The 
rimes writes: ' By a happy » “W the 
‘pistle for the day (the Fifth Sunday after 
aster) is an exhortation to be doers, not 
hearers only, deceiving our own selves, and 
an assurance that he who is not a forgetful 
hearer, but a doer of the word, this man shall 
be blessed in his deed.”’ 

This is not the only occasion on which the 
Liturgy of the day has furnished at supreme 
moments thrilling coincidences. Bishop Juxon 
on the morning of the execution of Charles I. 
read to the King the 27th Chapter of the 
Crospel according to St. Matthew relating to 
the Passion of Our Blessed Saviour. ‘‘ The 
King after the Service was done asked the 
Bishop if he had made choice of that chapter 
as being applicable to his present condition. 
The Bishop replied, ‘May it please Your 
(;racious Majesty, it is the proper Jesson for 
the day as appears by the Kalendat,’ which 
the King was much affected with as a 
seasonable preparation for his death that 
day ” (Herbert’s Memoirs, p. 131). Keble, in 
his “Christian Year,” refers to this incident 

inspiring lines in relation to the devotion 
of the Church to Charles I.— 

& And well did she thy loyal Jove repay— 
When all forsook, her angels stil] were 
nigh ; 

Chained and bereft and on thy funeral way, 

Straight to the Cross she turned thy 
dying eye.”’ 

Again, on the evening of the day on which 
the seven bishops were committed to the 
Tower they reached their prison at the hour 
of Divine Service. They instantly hastened 
to the chapel... It chanced that in the second 
lesson were these words: ‘‘In all things 
approving ourselvés as the ministers of God 
in much patience, in afflictions, in distresses, 
in stripes, in imprisonments.”’ Lord 
Macaulay writes: ‘All zealous Churchmen 
were delighted by this coincidence and re- 
membered how much comfort a similar co- 
incidence had given, near forty years before, 
Charles the First at the time of his death.’’ 

Mr. Gladstone, in a memorandum dated 
May 9th, 1854, writes: ‘‘On most occasions of 
very sharp pressure or trial some word of 
Scripture has come home to me as if borne on 
angels’ wings. Many could I recollect. The 
Psalms are the great storehouse. Perhaps I 
should put some down now, for the continu- 
ance of memory is not to be trusted.”* Two 
of the items in Mr. Gladstone’s list are of 
singular interest—‘‘ 1. In the winter of 1837. 
Psalm 128. This came in a most singular 
manner, but it would be a long story to tell.” 
No one now living knows that story, with the 
exception, perhaps, of Mr. Herbert (Viscount)

TRISH MEDICAL SCHOOLS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—The threat of affixing, by implication 
at least, a badge of inferiority to the degrees 
of our Medical Schools recalls a Parliamentary 
experience. I was asked hy an Irish medical 
officer to press in Parliament to have medical 
officers in Mesopotamia permitted to return 
home before proceeding to India. This was 
a privilege already enjoyed by combatant 
officers and a fortiori necessary in the case 
of those caring disease. Upon the second or 
third time of asking, fearing a refusal by the 
Minister, I suggested as an alternative that, 
in any event, they might, on arriva! in India, 
be sent for a time to the hill country. In an 
excess of zeal I used, the colloquialism, “ until 
they get their sea legs under them.” 

Whether due to Mr. Punch having dis- 
covered an Trish bull, or to the friendly 
support of the Zaneet, or to the jnherent 
justice of the plea, I received the thanks of 
medical officers for having helped them to 
obtain the concession. This is an experience 
which we cannot now repeat upon the floor of 
the House of Commons, but all possible 
efforts ought to be made to uphold the great 
traditions of our Medical and Surgical

DEMAND FOR THEIR 
RELEASE, 
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MEETINGS IN DUBLIN. 


» 


Miss Mary M‘Swiney was the principal 
speaker at two Republican meetings which 
were held yesterday afternoon in Sackville 
street, Dublin, “to demand the release of 
Mr. de Valera and the five hundred other 
political prisoners.”’ 

Members of county Sinn Fein clubs, headed 
by pipers’ bands, marched through the streets 
before the meeting. They carried banners 
calling for the release of the prisoners. 

Miss M‘Swiney made frequent references 
to the recept by-election in Co. Limerick, the 
result. of which, she said, must certainly be 
regarded as a sign of the reactionary feeling 
which was operating all over Ireland. It. 
proved that they had turned over to their 
side 11,000 votes, a remarkable achievement 
in itself, and a sign that the people were 
coming back to a proper realisation of their 
condition. The people all over the country 
must realise that.the country would never 
rest until there was freedom as. well as 
peace. Even if the anti-Irish elements in 
the country triumphed they must still carry 
on.. *“*]t does not matter who dies, we are 
going on with this fight until we win.” (Hear, 
hear.) 

Commenting on President Cosgrave's visit 
to Chequers,. Miss. .M‘Swiney said that Sir 
James Craig was like themselves at least in 
one respect: he said what he meant, and he 
meant what he said. ‘‘I am-equite sure,’’ she 
said, “that soon we will have him con- 
verted. If he will not listen to sweet reason, 
he will have to listen to something else.”’ 

Mr. Nevin, Mayor of Sligo, said that the 
people of the West were now more deter- 
mined than ever to fight for independence. 
The Sligo Corporation recently had taken a 
plebiscite on the question of the release of the 
prisoners, and eighty per cent of the people 
had ‘signed. 

Dr. Kathleen Lynn read a letter from Mr. 
Frank Ruttledge, Acting President of the 
Republic, ‘speaking of the solidification in the 
Republican movement which had been 
evidenced by the Limerick contest. 

Other speakers included Mr. French, the 
Mayor of Cork;.Count Plunkett, and Mr. 
Art O’Connor. 

The meetings dispersed after having en- 
dorsed a resolution as follows :—' That we 
protest against the continued detention of 
political prisoners in Ireland and Great 
Britain, and that we demand the immediate 
and unconditional release of all Irish political 
prisoners, whethe rthey be termed ‘ sentenced’ 
or “unsentenced.' ”’
